On June 27, 1964, a second confidential source, who 
has furnished reliable information in the past, advised that 
Stanley Levison conferred with Clarence Jones on the night of 
June 27, 1964. Jones inquired if Levison had spoken to the 
Goodman family (the Robert Goodman family, parents of 
missing civil rights worker). Levison answered negatively, 
promoting Jones to remark that Reverend Martin Luther King had 
contacted the Goodman family. 

According to the source, Jones and Levison agreed to 
meet at Levis on's apartment at 1:00 p.m., June 28, 1964, to 
discuss important matters. 

On June 28, 1964, the first confidential source 
advised that Clarence Jones stated on that date that he was 
going to meet on that date with Mr. and Mrs. Robert Goodman 
and Mr. and Mrs. Nathan Schwerner (parents of the missing 
Mississippi civil rights workers). 

Jones also stated that he was tentatively going to 
Mississippi on June 29, 1964, to conduct some affairs for the 
Attorney representing the parents of the civil rights workers.
